O, 1977|AM(313) dated the 24th September, 1985, 
on the above subject. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided 
apt to allow the export of Dead Burnt Magnesite ir¬ 
respective of silica content with immediate effect. 

3. It has also been decided that export of Calcined 
Magnesite with silica content between 6.5 per cent 
and 7.5 per cent will be allowed within a limited 
ceiling on first-come, first-served basis. Expoit of 
Calcined Magnesite with silica content above 7.5 per 
cent will be allowed on “licensed freely” basis by 
making endorsements on shipping bills by the port 
licensing authorities. Export of Calcined magnesite 


with silica content below 6.5 per cent will continue 
tn be not allowed for export. 

4. Accordingly, the existing entry appearing in 
Col. 3 against S. No. 45 (viii) in the policy State¬ 
ment at page 19 of the Import and Export Policy 
Book (Vol. If) 1985--88. shall be amended to read 
as indicated below :— 

(l) Export of Calcined Magnesite with silica 
content 6.5 p°r cent to 7.5 per cent will be 
allowed within a Ihnited ceiling on first- 
eomc, first-served basis. 

$i) Export of Calcined Magnesite with silica 
content above 7.5 per, cent will be allowed 
on “licensed freely” basis. 

(*tii) Request for export of Raw Magnesite will 
be considered “On Merits”. 

Note : Export of Calcined Magnesite with Silica 
content below 6.5 per cent and Dead Burnt 
Magnesite is not allowed vide S. No. 22 
(xix). Part ‘A’.
